HULL, Mass. U ¥)—Radio pa¬ 
trolmen told their fellow offi¬ 
cers here today of a transcon¬ 
tinental conversation they con¬ 
ducted from their cruising cars 
with Beverly Hills, Calif., pa¬ 
trolmen yesterday.

The Beverly Hills officers In¬ 
vited their Bay State colleagues 
to “come on over for a swim” 
and declared it was the first 
time they had ever reached an 
east roast police cruising car 
by radio. 


WILD OHIO RIVER ENGULFS HOMES 


Strike Committee Asks 
That Agreements Be 
Ratified By Men 

SAN FRANCISCO. W>)—Forty 
thousand Pacific coast maritime 
strikers started balloting today at 
8 a. m., on peace proposals which 
their leaders freely predicted will 
end the long tieup, possibly by 
Thursday. 

Shipowners, also accepting the 
strike as virtually settled, pre¬ 
pared for release of 240 ships from 
blockaded ports. 

The owners pointed out, how¬ 
ever, that resumption of sailings 
must necessarily be gradual, since 
a cargo jam must be moved and 
ships reserviced. 

Urge Settlement 

Longshoremen, employers said, 
will get the first call to work as 
scon as ratification of peace terms 
by a membership majority of the 
seven striking unions is completed. 

The joint strike committee, in 
ordering the referendum, recom- 
mended that tentative agreements 
be approved and points still in dis¬ 
pute be submitted to arbitration. 

No returns will be announced, 
the strike committee said, until 
votes from all ports are forwarded 
here and certified. The committee 
asked for complete returns by 
noon Wednesday. 

Huge Daily Loss 

The loss from the blockade, now 
in its 95th day continued to 
mount, meanwhile, at a rate es¬ 
timated by the shipping mer¬ 
chants association at $7,000,000 
daily. 

Some merchants said it may 
lake months to regain lost 
markets 

The general feeling of relief that 
peace was in sight was expressed 
by Mayor Angelo J. Rossi, on an¬ 
nouncement of the referendum call 
Saturday, when he fervently de¬ 
clared: “I hope we never have 
another strike." 

Shipowners, represented by 
Roger D. Lapham of the Ameri- 
cun-Hawaiian steamship company, 
pledged their utmost "to make 
this a lasting peace.” 

Yes And No 

They and union leaders based 
hopes for settling recurring dis¬ 
putes which led to terminaUon of 
1934 agreements and calling of the 
present tieup, on “port commlt- 
ttes” provided for in the tentative 
accords. 

All but two of the unions are 
voting on the straight “yes” and 
"no" question of ratification of 
the accords. The two, marine fire¬ 
men and marine cooks and stew¬ 
ards, in addition are balloting on 
submitting unsettled points to 
arbitration. 

Union leaders said they did not 
expect strikes of shipyard machin¬ 
ists and tug boat workers hero 
and at Los Angeles to block peace. 
Employers indicated they will im¬ 
mediately start negotiations with 
these smaller unions. 

The seven unions in the major 
strike retained in general their 
1934 strike gains and, in addition, 
ail but the longshoremen obtained 
wage increases under the tenta¬ 
tive accords. Control of hiring was 
granted to all except the ships’ 
officers, represented by the mas¬ 
ters, mates and pilots and the 
marine engineers unions. 


Freeze Causes Loss of 
Work; Farmers Seek 
Jobs at NRS 


Freezing weather in Orange 1 
county has frozen many workers 
out of jobs already. | 

This fact was evident today in 
a report from Mrs. Katharine 
Handley, head of the SRA in Or¬ 
ange county, who announced that 
the SRA case load has jumped up 
a thousand cases in the past 
month. 

Mrs. Handley attributed a large 
part of the big increase in the SRA 
case load in this county directly 
to the freeze, which has delayed 
work on some crops and which is 
expected to have a direct bearing 
on decrease in work for farm 
workers. 

.Asks Quota Boost 
During the past month the 
SRA case load nearly doubled, go¬ 
ing from a little over a thousand 
cases to 2027 cases today. Another 
factor in the increase is that the 
WPA has not been able to place 
many people recently, she said. 

Dan Mulherron, chief of the 
WPA in Orange county, has ap¬ 
plied to the state WPA officials 
for an increase of 1000 in the 
quota in Orange county to care 
for the number of persons ex¬ 
pected to be thrown out of work 
in agricultural activities. He made 
a careful check to determine the 
effect the freeze would have on 
agricultural workers. He said to¬ 
day that truck gardening work has 
halted, that sugar beet work will 
be delayed six weeks and that 
damage to citrus fruits will throw 
many out of work. 

Farmers Seek Jobs 
An unusual angle to the situa¬ 
tion here as a result of the freeze 
was revealed today by Charles 
Fallert, director of the National 
Re-emploment service in Orange 
county. 

Fallert said that a number of 
citrus growers have applied for 
jobs, saying they were "frozen 
out.” Ordinarily, Fallert .said, tho.se 
given jobs through the NRS must 
come from relief rolls, but if work 
can be found for which there are 
no relief applicants trained, and 
citrus growers can qualify, they 
will get the jobs. 


Immediate Evacuation 
Ordered; Mississippi 
Rising Sharply 


(By the Assordated Press) 

Creeping yellow waters of the 
Ohio slo.shed over the walls‘of 
Cairo, Ill.—prime danger spot In 
the 1200-mile battle against the 
flood—as the city’s army of 4500 
defenders awaited “zero hour” to¬ 
day behind a barricade 18 inches 
thick. 

Lashed by wind and a swift cur¬ 
rent around the river’s bend, 
waves broke over the lower ram¬ 
pants of the 60-foot concrete sea¬ 
wall and dummed omnlnously 
against the frail three-foot super¬ 
structure crowning the main bar¬ 
rier. 

Evacuation Ordered 

With the cresting Ohio at the 
all-time record height of 59.50 feet, 
six inches from the top of the con¬ 
crete bulkhead, only a mud boxed 
wall a foot and a half wide re¬ 
mained to stave off the threatened 
deluge. 

All women and children were 
ordered to leave the city at once. 
It was the second evacuation. 
Some had drifted back, cheered by 
reports that no immediate danger 
impended. 

Mounting waters warned of an 
early crisis. Throughout the freez¬ 
ing night, in the glare of flood¬ 
lights, levee .sentinels patrolled the 
walla looking for weak spots or 

Below, inside the sunken city, 
relief crews slept to conserve their 
strength for the heralded climax 
— almost any hour now. 

Watery Graveyard 

A single exit, at the north end 
of the V-shaped city, was left open 
to the 4500 defenders in the event 
flight became necessary. 

Boats stood by, ready to evacu¬ 
ate several hundred of the “last 
ditch” fighters, but the main route 
of escape would be through the 
heavy steel gate of the northern 
embankment. 

A major crevasse in the Ohio- 
side wall, it was .said, would trans¬ 
form the still dry city into a wat¬ 
ery graveyard 20 feet deep—with¬ 
in a few minutes. v

preme L^ourt Kul 
Washington Law on 
Utilities Illegal 


WASHINGTON. (JP) —■ The su¬ 
preme court held invalid today a 
Washington state law Imposing a 
fee on railroads and other public 
utilities to be used in defraying ex¬ 
penses of regulating them. 

The decision was 5 to 4. Jus¬ 
tices Roberts, Van Devanter, Suth¬ 
erland, McReynolds and Butler 
voted against the law. Justice* 
Cardozo, Chief Justice Hughes and 
Justices Brandies and Stone dis¬ 
sented from their views. 

Roberts, who delivered the ma¬ 
jority opinion, said the state had 
not proved that the tax exacted 
from the railroads did "not exceed 
what is reasonably needed for the 
service rendered.” 

Justice Cardozo, who delivered 
the di.ssenting opinion, said that 
"to show that the revolving fund 
was used as a common pot for the 
regulation of public utilities gen¬ 
erally, irrespective of their special 
function, does not make out a case 
of wrong to railroads considered 
as a separate class. ”

MOSCOW. lA*!--’Thirteen con¬ 
victed Trotzkyists, condemned to 
d'e for treason and sabotage, were 
executed by a Soviet firing squad, 
the Tass (official Russian) News 
Agency, announced tonight. 

In a brief statement, Tass said: 

"The sentence of the military 
collegium of the supreme court of 
the U. S. S. R. was carried 
out Feb. 1.” 

The 13 convicted defendants-on 
whom sentence was passed Satur¬ 
day after a lengthy trial before 
three judges—were listed by their 
last names in the declaration. 

Details of the executions were 
not given. 

’The prisoners, convicted of trea- 
.son and sabotage in the trial in 
which 17 confessed plotters were 
punished by the highest Russian 
tribunal, had appealed despair¬ 
ingly to the presidium of the com¬ 
munist executive committee, their 
last resort. 

When the committee rejected 
their pleas for clemency yesterday 
it became a virtual certainty they 
must die by 5:15 p. m., today 
(pacific standard time)—72 hours 
aftv the military collegium of the 
supreme court pronounced the sen¬ 
tence. 

That was the legal Interval dur- 
which the government’s terse an¬ 
nouncement, "the court’s verdict 
has been carried out,” was ex¬ 
pected. 


LYMPNE, Eng., (A»)—Col. and 
Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh took off 
today in their new airplane for a 
destination de.scribed by airport 
officials as Cairo, Egypt. 

“We do not know their exact 
destination but we believe it is 
Cairo,” an airport official said. 

"We understood Col. Lindbergh 
is making a long distance flight.” 

The American flier flew his new 
light touring monoplane to 
Lympne from Reading where he 
had had minor alterations made at 
the factory. 

He was joined at Lympne by 
Mrs. Lindbergh where the plane 
was closely guarded. 

Earlier he had circled his “Seven 
Oaks” home near Weald, Kent, as 
Mrs. Lindbergh and their son, Jon, 
waived to him from the garden. 

A strong southerly wind was 
blowing as the fliers took off on 
the first stage of their 2218 mile 
air journey to Cairo. It was not 
known where they would land. 


WASHINGTON. (A>)—President 
Roosevelt asked congress in a 
special message today to provide 
government acceptance of the 
"magnificent” art collection of 
Andrew W. Mellon. 

“1 commend to the consideration 
of the congress,” the President 
said, in the message, "the matter 
of enacting appropriate legislation 
to effect the acceptance by the 
United States of the magnificent 
gift referred to in my recent ex¬ 
change of letters with Mr. Andrew 
W. Mellon.” 

Mellon made no estimate of the 
value of his collection. Others 
have placed its value at from 
$19,000,000 to $50,000,000. 

The former Republican treasury 
secretary offered also to construct 
a $9,000,000 building in Washing¬ 
ton to house the collection and to 
establish an endowment fund. 


PARIS. (JP> —Prance’s and Ger¬ 
many’s World war veterans—once 
separated by no - man’s land — 
maneuvered today to have Premier 
Leon Blum and Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler meet and make up. 

Maurice Randoux, member of 
the executive council of a Franco- 
German committee of veterans, 
said leaders of the movement 
wanted an early face-to-face meet¬ 
ing between the chiefs of the two 
antagonistic nations. 

"They consider direct conversa¬ 
tion would be more effacacious 
than an exchange of ideas across 
space,” he said. 

Sponsors of the movement hoped 
such a rapprochement would go 
far toward easing generally the 
strained European situation. 


WASHINGTON. (A>)-J. Edgar 
Hoover said today that federal 
agents had arrested John Joseph 
Oley and Harold (Red) Crowley 
In connection with the kidnaping 
of John J. O’Connell, jr., at Albany, 
N. Y., in 1933. 

The director of the federal bu¬ 
reau of investigation said at a 
press conference that John Joseph 
Oley was arrested at Brooklyn 
and Crowley at New York City. 

Federal agents also were holding 
a third man, Francis Leo Oley, at 
Denver, Colo., in connection with 
the crime. Hoover said. He said 
Francis Oley, taken into custody 
Jan. 20, had given agents informa¬ 
tion aiding in the apprehension of 
John Oley, Francis’ brother, and 
of Crowley. 

O’Connell, jr., only son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John J. O’Connell of 
Albany, was kidnaped July 7, 1933. 
He. was released 22 days later in 
New York City after pay¬ 
ment of $40,000.

SAN PEDRO. (iPl—Sixteen tug¬ 
boats of Los Angeles harbor were 
to be tied up today by the local 
strike of the inland boatmen’s 
union for higher wages and a 60- 
hour week. 

By almost unanimous vote, 
union deckhands yesterday ap¬ 
proved a strike call set for today 
and three tugboat operators said 
no effort would be made to man 
their craft with other personnel. 


TOKYO. (A*)—The tension and 
anxiety of Japan’s 10-day consti¬ 
tutional crisis relaxed today as it 
became Increasingly apparent Gen. 
Senjuro Hayashi would succeed in 
forming a cabinet, despite some 
opposition from army extremists. 

Installation of the new cabinet 
by Emperor Hirohito was expected 
at the palace during the evening. 

Still unannounced was the domi¬ 
nant post of minister of war but 
observers generally conceded Hay¬ 
ashi, at the army’s prompting, 
would accept Gen. Kotaro Naka¬ 
mura, former commander of the 
Japanese garrison at Tientsin. 


VATICAN CITY. (A>l — Pope 
Pius astonished his attendants to¬ 
day with the heavy schedule of 
work he undertook, seemingly be¬ 
lying the effects of his illness. 

After a rather comfortable night 
his holiness waved aside the cau¬ 
tions of his doctors with the com¬ 
ment he found refreshment in his 
work. 


WASHINGTON. (A>i- The house 
btgan consideration today of a 
$1,046,000,000 appropriation bill 
to finance the activities of more 
than a score of independent 
agencies during the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 

Administration leaders said they 
hoped to pass and send it to the 
senate by Wednesday night.

Orange Police Baf'fled 
by Mystery; Truck 
Driver Injured 


Members of the Orange police 
department went fishing in the 
rain Saturday night as the pre¬ 
lude to one of the most puzzling 
accident cases there in years. The 
reesult of their angling expedition 
was one seriously injured Mexi¬ 
can. Another is mi.ssing. 

The fun started at 6:40 o’clock 
Saturday night, when J. H. 
Labahn notified police that a 
truck was in the ditch in the 200 
block on North Tustin avenue. 

Frantic Call 

Before the law arrived, George 
Bates, Orange engineer and Mrs. 
Bates, saw the truck, stopped and 
investigated. Inside was John 
Martinez, 21, Orange, who police 
ciaim was intoxicated. Bates 
drove the truck, and Martinez 
home. 

Just as Mrs. Bates was prepar¬ 
ing to leave the scene, she heard 
groans. Another frantic call to the 
Orange police. They went fishing 
in flood waters alongside the road 
and pulled out ’Vlario Alvardo of 
Escondido, a relative of Martinez, 
He was rushed to the county hos¬ 
pital, suffering with a possible 
skull fracture, broken collar bone 
and severe pavement burns on his 
face and side. 

Futile Fishing 

Puzzled police then rushed to 
the Martinez home. Martinez was 
in bed, but a physician still pro¬ 
nounced him very Intoxicated. 

Then Martinez electrified the in¬ 
vestigators with the news that 
still another Mexican had been 
riding in the truck. They rushed 
back to the scene of the accident 
and fished frantically in all avail¬ 
able flood water, but found noth¬ 
ing. The man is still missing. 

Alvarado, still in the county hos¬ 
pital. probably will recover, it was 
reported. No charges will be filed 
against Martinez, according to 
Chief of Police George Franzen.

Snow 
packed heavily means additional 
runoff, they said, and .should the 
weather warm rapidly there would 
be danger of a flood. 

Director W. C. Mauerhan of the 
Orange County Water district al.so 
said that a quick melting of the 
snow would mean a probable flood. 
Consulting Engineer Paul Bailey 
of the water district also said that 
a flood condition would depend on 
how fast the .snow melts. 

The 1916 flood came on Jan. 28, 
and at the end of that month there 
were 27 inches of snow in the 
mountains. Alot of water came 
down the Santa Ana river in 1922, 
when there was 48 inches of snow 
in. the mountains at the end of 
January, In 1916 the snow had 
diminished to three inches on 
Feb. 3. 


WILLOW SPRINGS, Mo. lA’I— 
Authorities trying to solve the 
di.sapperance of Dr. J. C. B, Davis, 
reported they were without a clue 
today, six days after the physician 
was last seen. 

"We checked every rumor and 
everything that offered even a 
semblance of a clue and so far we 
have positively no information of 
value,’’ said Col. M. B. Casteel, of 
the state highway patrol.

SMUDGING IS 
BLAMED FOR 
FREEZE 


Smoky orchard heaters prolong 
and intensify the cold. 

Such is the opinion of Dr. R. M. 
Danger, Caltech physicist, who 
has been conducting fundamental 
research concerning basic laws of 
heat. 

Use of smoky orchard heaters^ 
actually prolonged the recent 
freeze and intensified the cold, he 
t said, and probably destroyed the 
j very fruit it was hoped they would 
I save. 

t Smudge clouds absorb the sun- 
i light, prevent the surface of the 
earth from being warmed by solar 
radiation and stabilize the wedge 
cf cold air between the mountains 
and the ocean, he said. 

“This means that more and 
more heaters will be used, more 
and more smoke produced and the 
cii.'-aster itself prolonged,” said the 
physicist. 

“That’s right,” said Agricultural i 
Commissioner D. W. Tubbs of! 
Orange county today. “But if I 
there were no smoke there would 
he no heat to save the citrus 
trees. 'We yet have not discovered 
an orchard heater that is smoke¬ 
less.” 

Farm Advisor Harold B. Wahl- 
btrg pointed out that the belief 
that there is heat in smoke itself 
has long since been exploded. 
“But,” he said, “if it were not for 
the smoke in the daytime after a 
freezing night, the rays of the 
sun would strike the trees and 
hurt them. It is better for the 
trees to grow warm gradually. 
However, we do not recommend 
too heavy smudging.”

DEPORTS LIMA 
BEAN PRICE 
GOING UP 


Floods, strikes and bad weather 
conditions can’t make Orange 
county’s lima beans down-hearted. 
Despite adverse influences beans 
i have risen in price, it was an- 
' nounced today by R. L. Churchill, 
manager of the California Lima 
Bean Growers association. 

He said California regular and 
baby limas have advanced 20 cents 
per 100 pounds In the past lO'days 
and that f. o. b. rail quotations 
for prompt shipment are about 
$7.50 to $7.55 per 100 pounds for 
Cho regulars and $6.10 for choice 
baby limas in straight carloads. 

Buy Sparingly 

“The maritime strike prevented 
shipments by steamer for more 
than 90 days: and since normally 
around two-thirds of all California 
dry beans shipments move 'via 
steamer, the distributors located 
at or near to gulf or Atlantic 
ports have been purchasing very 
sparingly, hoping from day to day 
that the strike would be settled 
next week. 

“The exceptionally mild weather 
which has been prevailing over 
most of the Middle West, South 
and East, has naturally reduced 
bean consumption somewhat as 
compared with severe cold 
weather. 

Crop Shortage 

“The disastrous floods, while 
probably increasing the consump¬ 
tion of spot stocks of beans, will 
in many cases prevent the receiv¬ 
ing or distributing of new supplies, 
and because of distribution and re¬ 
duced purchasing power of several 
million people in the flood area, 
may be expected to affect the de¬ 
mand for the highest priced 
varieties of beans. 

“Against these unfavorable fac¬ 
tors, the big crop shortage of 
Michigan pea beans, with the con¬ 
sequent abnormally high prices on 
these, has naturally had a stimu¬ 
lating effect on all other varieties 
of white beans which, it is ex¬ 
pected, will be -substituted in vary¬ 
ing degrees for Michigan con¬ 
sumers.”

birds and 65 laying hens. Equip¬ 
ment includes feeders, hog and 
hen houses and brooders. This 
equipment estimate is not the as¬ 
sessed valuation, but the actual 
amount invested by the boys. 

With a total of .3,3 boys enrolled 
in agriculture, the figure $2055 
gives each boy an average of 
$62.21 invested in his project. 

Five of the boys are planning 
to purchase 750 white leghorn 
chicks from the California Poly¬ 
technic school. These hens are to 
be rai.sed for laying purposes and 
will represent an ad<litional invest¬ 
ment of $125. The students to 
buy the.se chicks are Alvin Lipps, 
Jack Patten, Leiand Myer, Robert 
Johnson and Dick Schade, 

At the end of last year, there 
were 12 completed ownership proj¬ 
ects totaling a profit of $285. 
Since last year was the first year 
of agriculture work at Valencia, 
the profits made on projects of 
last year and those to be made 
this year are .showing a steady 
increase, suprising for such a 
young undertaking. 


MUNICH, Germany. (.A>l — A 
great new Nazi educational proj¬ 
ect embracing a seiies of “Adolf 
Hitler schools” has been disclosed 
in a decree signed by the German 
Reichs Fuehrer. 

The project, drafted by Baldun 
von Schirach, Hitler youth leader, 
and Robert Ley, Nazi trades union 
commissioner, will make the 
schools "units of the Hitler youth 
movement, which will be respon¬ 
sible for their conduct,” a state¬ 
ment said. 

They will all bear Adolf Hitler’s 
name. 

Von Schirach and Ley announced 
“standardized curricula” would be 
provided in the schools, and that 
the age of admission would be 12 
years. 

There will be six classes, and 
tuition will be free. 

Boys “with di.stinguished rec¬ 
ords” in the youth movement will 
be eligible, the statement said, and 
those passing the final examina¬ 
tions will be in line for “any ca¬ 
reer in the party and state serv¬ 
ices.” 


(A>i — J a m e s 
Roosevelt and his family, moving 
from the White House to a “Gay 
Nineties” residence in historic 
Georgetown, are going to have 
some anti-administration neigh¬ 
bors.

Saved Pets From Raging River 


Refugees in Missouri Flood Are Fed 


An outline of the work of the 
Orange County Water district for 
the past three years of its exist¬ 
ence was made public today by W. 
C. Mauerhan, director of Division 
No. 1. 

Mauerhan pointed out that the 
district was created for the pur¬ 
pose of providing for importation 
of water into the district and pre¬ 
venting the waste of water in or 
exportation of water from the dis¬ 
trict. It also provides for the rec¬ 
lamation of drainage, storm, flood 
and other water for beneficial use 
in the district, and for the con¬ 
servation and control of storm 
and flood waters flowing into the 
district. 

Permanent Works 

It 13 now three years since the 
first tax money was made avail¬ 
able, he said. Among the activi- 
tie.s of the district, he said, have 
b( en spreading water in the chan¬ 
nel of the Santa Ana river. He said 
more efficient water spreading 
could result from permanent 
spreading works, which would ne¬ 
cessitate acquiring title to all the 
river channel. 

Mauerhan said the Irvine suit 
started about five years ago to re¬ 
strain upriver interests from tak¬ 
ing Orange county's rightful share 
of runoff waters may be settled in 
the near future. 

Water Ordinance 

The board, he .said, has care¬ 
fully watched the attempt to di¬ 
vert water out of the basin and 
lia.5 been succe.ssful in this regard. 

He outlined the action of the 
district in requesting the board 
of supervi.sors to repeal the county 
water ordinance licensing gun 
clubs to ii.se nine acre inches of 
water. He contended that the re¬ 
fusal of the board to do this "will 
furr.i.sh plenty of ammunition for 
the opposition on the coming flood 
control bonds to defeat their pas- 
■sage.” 


The total delivered returns in 
Eastern markets for the 1936 cit¬ 
rus crop shipped through the 
Orange County Fruit exchange 
amounted to approximately $12,- 
000 ,000, it was shown today in the 
annual report of Clarence Skiles, 
manager. 

Approximately one-half of the 
cest of growing, marketing and 
harvesting the crop went to labor, 
the report said. Shipments 
amounted to 7002 packed cars and 
1232 cars of loose fruit of all vari¬ 
eties. These figures cover ship¬ 
ments handled by the 12 exchange 
association packing houses in 
southern Orange county. 

Freight Costs - 

"It is a fact,” said the report, 
“that relatively few people appre¬ 
ciate the amount of deductions 
that must be made against the de¬ 
livered sales value before the final 
net returns are made to the grow¬ 
ers. Of the delivered value of $12,- 
000 ,000, the first big deduction is 
for freight and refrigeration, 
which is 20.9 per cent of the con¬ 
sumer’s dollar, and amounts to 
$3,000,000. One half of the amount 
paid for freight and refrigeration 
is paid direct as wages by the rail¬ 
roads. 

"From the delivered value also 
must be deducted 11.48 cents per 
pa^’ked box, the cost of marketing, 
induding advertising, amounting 
to $300,000, and for picking, pack¬ 
ing and hauling, which includes 
the cost of harvesting and prepar¬ 
ing the fruit for market, an 
amount of $1,800,000. A large pro¬ 
portion of this item is expended as 
direct wages for labor. Even costs 
for orchard .supplies, packing 
house supplies and processing ma¬ 
terials, which are all included in 
this figure, all come from indus¬ 
tries which in turn employ labor. 

Growing Costs 

"The cost to the grower of pro¬ 
ducing his crop of citrus fruits is 
no small item. Taking the Cali¬ 
fornia Citrus league figures for 
the 193,5 season on cultural costs, 
which covers a survey taken on a 
cross .section of citrus orchards 
of 18,488 acres of oranges, 7,047 
acres of lemons, and 513 acres of 
grapefruit, we find that the grow¬ 
ers paid as direct cost in produc¬ 
ing his crop ready for harvest a 
sum of $2,000,000. 

"This leaves $4,900,000, which is 
approximately 10 per cent on the 
present valuation on nearly 23,000 
acres of citrus groves covered by 
the associations in this district, 
and from this amount approxi¬ 
mately 2,000 growers and their 
families must get their living, pay 
irtere.st on the investment, and 
also should take a certain per 
cent of the returns for deprecia¬ 
tion as tree replacements, etc. The 
grower takes all the risk of crop 
hazards such as wind and frost 
damage. No one knows when these 
crop disasters are apt to occur, but 
it is just an ordinary good busi¬ 
ness principle to set aside at least 
a small amount for such years. It 
must be remembered that in the 
vast majority of cases the grow¬ 
er’s investment represents a life¬ 
time of endeavor and constitutes 
in many instances his only source 
of income. 

Effect of Freeze 

"The prospects for the 1937 sea¬ 
son were particularly favorable 
until the freeze which occurred in 
all of California citrus 


Sen. Westover in Radio 
Address Tells Set-Up 
Of Legislature 


Sen. Harry Westover of Santa 
Ana, representing Orange county 
in the state senate, spoke over 
KVOE today, outlining the func¬ 
tions and procedure in the state 
legislature. 

After first recalling how the 
American form of government 
grew up with its three branches, 
legislative, judicial and executive. 
Senator Westover showed how 
congress is divided into two 
houses and how this two-house 
system has been adapted to state 
legislatures. 

His address in part follows: 

“We have in this state, as we 
have in the federal government, 
the three divisions of government: 
The legislative, the judicial and 
the executive. The legislature is 
divided into two parts, the senate 
and the assembly. According to 
the present set-up, each county of 
the state, with the exception of 
the smaller counties in popula¬ 
tion, are entitled to one senator 
and various counties of the state 
are entitled to members of the 
assembly, based upon population. 

Membership 

“The senate is composed of 40 
members, the assembly is com¬ 
posed of 80 members. There are 
58 counties in the state and be¬ 
cause of the smallness of some 
of them, in population the smaller 
counties combine in order to make 
4 senatorial district. Los Angeles 
county is the largest county in 
ihe state, as far as population is 
concerned. 

“Los Angeles county has one 
senator. Sen. Culbert L. Olson. 
Orange county, with a population 
of approximately 118,000 people, 
according to the 1930 census, also 
has one senator in the state sen¬ 
ate. 

Los Angeles Leads 

“The members of the assembly 
depend upon population and con¬ 
sequently we find that the most 
populous counties of the state have 
the greatest representation in the 
assembly. Of the 80 assemblymen, 
Los Angeles has 30, while Orange 
county two. 

“Each one of the legislative 
bodies has a presiding officer. The 
presiding officer in the assembly 
is known as the speaker of the 
assembly. He is elected at the 
beginning of each session by the 
members of the assembly. In the 
senate, the presiding officer is the 
lieutenant governor, who is elected 
by a direct vote of the people. 

“The president of the senate and 
speaker of the house run their re¬ 
spective organizations. They make 
all the committee appointments 
and in various ways influence 
legislation. 

Legislative Partisan 

“The state legislative has al¬ 
ways been partisan. For more 
than 40 years we have had a Re¬ 
publican legislature. At various 
times attempts have been made 
to make the legislature non-par¬ 
tisan. Such attempts have been 
opposed by the party in power. 

“With the ascendancy of the 
Democratic party, some of the old 
time leaders of the senate and 
the assembly have raised again 
the issue of making the legislature 
non-partisan. This issue is receiv¬ 
ing the opposition of the Demo¬ 
cratic majority in the assembly. 
The Democratic leaders and par¬ 
ticularly those who have been in 
the assembly for a short time, 
wish to know why, if it was de¬ 
sirable that the legislature be non¬ 
partisan, that it was not niade 
non-partisan by the Republican 
party during the many years it 
had control of the legislature. 

Third Branch 

"At the present time, the as¬ 
sembly is Democratic. The sen¬ 
ate, on the other hand, is still 
Republican, Democratic leaders in 
the senate are waiting for the next 
election in the hopes that the sen¬ 
ate may go Democratic. 

“There are only two official 
branches of the state legislature; 
the senate and the assembly. 
Nevertheless, there is a third 
branch, a branch composed of 
lobbyists. Every special interest

to it that the bills are drawn in 
proper form. Leaving the office 
of the legislative council, the bills 
are given to the various members 
of the legislature, who then pre¬ 
sent the bills to the assembly or 
the senate for filing. As the bills 
are introduced, they are read for 
the first time and assigned to 
committees by the speaker of the 
house or by the president of the 
senate. 

Emergency Pleasures 

"During the January session of 
the legislature, no bills are passed 
upon except what is known as, 
emergency measures. Emergency 
measures may be acted upon by 
the legislature during the January 
session with the unanimous con¬ 
sent of the legislature and a state¬ 
ment from the governor, to the 
effect that it is emergency legisla¬ 
tion. During the January session 
of the legislature there were a 
number of emergency measures. 
Two of the measures might be 
mentioned. One was the mora¬ 
torium act, relative to foreclosure 
of mortgages and trust deeds, and 
the tax measure. 

“The present moratorium act ex¬ 
pired February first. The legisla¬ 
ture did not wish to act upon 
this controversial matter during 
the January session, The mora¬ 
torium act which was passed by 
the January session of the legis¬ 
lature, did nothing more than to 
continue the present act until July 
first. By this procedure, the legis¬ 
lature will be able to consider a 
new moratorium act during the 
spring session of the legislature. 

In Lieu Tax 

"Several years ago, the legis¬ 
lature decided that instead of a 
county tax on automobiles, that 
taxes upon automobiles should be 
paid to the department of motor 
vehicles at the time the iicense 
was issued for such automobile. 

“These taxes are known as a 
tax in lieu of other taxes on au¬ 
tomobiles. This measure was 
adopted as an emergency for rais¬ 
ing more money for the state gov¬ 
ernment. It was not then intended 
that it become a part of the tax 
system of the state. However, the 
tax has proven so popular and 
has succeeded in bringing on to 
the tax roll a large number of 
automobiles which escaped taxa¬ 
tion before, that it was deter¬ 
mined to continue the in lieu tax 
measure as a part of the perma¬ 
nent tax program of the state. 

First Reading 

"Every bill which is enacted into 
a law, must be read three times. 
After the first reading, it is re¬ 
ferred to the proper committee. 
The committee may hoid hearings 
and may consider for some length 
the bill before it. The committee 
can refuse to allow the bill out 
of commmittee and it there dies 
a natural death. If the commit¬ 
tee refuses to make a recommen¬ 
dation on the bill, it may be with¬ 
drawn from the committee by a 
veto of the house. The commmit¬ 
tee may recommend that the bili 
do pass or that it do not pass. 
It may also recommend certain 
amendments to the bill and rec¬ 
ommend that the bill, if amended, 
pass. After the bili is returned 
from committee, it is placed upon 
the second reading file and then, 
after being read for a second time, 
it is placed upon the third read¬ 
ing file and after the third read¬ 
ing, passes the senate or the as¬ 
sembly, according in which house 
the bill originated. 

Goes to Governor 

“After the bill passes one house, 
it is immediately sent to the other 
house, where is goes through the 
same procedure. The biil may pass 
the senate and be kilied in the 
assembly and vice versa. The sen¬ 
ate may recommend certain 
amendments to a house bill or the 
assembly may recommend certain 
amendments to a senate bill. If 
the amendments are not satisfac¬ 
tory to the original body, then a 
joint committee is appointed from 
each house to see if a compromise 
agreements cannot be reached. 
After the biii passes both houses, 
then it goes to the governor, where 
the governor may veto the bill. 
If the governor vetoes the bill, 
it may be passed over the gov¬ 
ernor’s veto by a two-thirds vote.”

stricken in the chill waters, was 
drowned. 

Again in 1925 a similar trag¬ 
edy to the first one noted here oc¬ 
curred. A fi.shing launch, "The 
Thelma,” attempted to negotiate 
the tricky entrance. This time 
there were 17 persons aboard and 
the loss of life would no doubt 
have included the entire number 
had it not been for some rapid 
and daring life-saving work. 

Duke Kahanamnkii 

Antar Deraga, in charge of 
lights for the United States light¬ 
house department at that time, 
was a witness to the impending 
disaster as the craft attempted 
passage through the entrance of 
the harbor. With the assistance 
of Duke Kahanamoku, noted Ha¬ 
waiian water champion, and two 
others Deraga was able to save 12 
lives. 

A noted incident of the rescue 
work was the use of Hawaiian 
surf boards in bringing victims 
ashore. Kananamoku’s skill in 
handling these boards was effec¬ 
tive in keeping down the total of 
diownings. Despite the heroic ef¬ 
forts the rescuers were unable to 
save five of the men aboard. 


More than 14 lives have been 
lost in disasters at the entrance to 
Newport harbor despite vigilant 
work by lifesaving corps and 
others. 

One of the most tragic of the 
episodes occurred in 1924. A 
fishing launch owned by N. E. 
Perkins attempted a passage 
through the harbor entrance. 
Heavy waves were much in evi¬ 
dence on that morning and the 
launch was dashed to pieces on 
the bar. Thirteen persons were 
aboard the lunch, fatefully called 
"The Adieu,” when the tragedy 
occurred. Only five were brought 
safely to shore. Eight victims 
were claimed, ali re.sidents of 
Santa Ana. 

Clings to Rooks 

The following year another life 
was added to the list when a 
workman lost his life while at¬ 
tempting the rescue of three 
youths. The three had been pad¬ 
dling about the harbor entrance 
in a frail canoe. The boat cap¬ 
sized and the workman, Otto 
Bernhardt, attempted to help the 
young men. They were able to 
cling to the rocks of the jetty 
and were rescued. Bernhardt,

Disaster for¬ 
merly postponed the trial because 
of the illness of two women jurors, 
one of whom, Mrs. Ted Craig, is 
in a hospital. * 

Bailiff Frank Daw.son also is 
sick and unable to be in court. 

Judge Allen felt sick when the 
murder trial opened, but he feels 
all right now, he said today. Un¬ 
less the jinx over the courthouse 
makes him sick!

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Here's How Hitler Scrapped 
Versailles Pact Bit by Bit

Step by step, Adolf Hitler 
whittled down the Versailles 
treaty during his four-year re¬ 
gime as Germany’s chancellor. 

Here, chronologically, arc the 
principal moves by which, direct¬ 
ly and indirectly, he abandoned 
the pact of June 28, 1919: 

May 17, 1933—Demanded equal¬ 
ity for Germany in a reply to a 
peace plea by President Roosevelt, 
his first Reichstag speech on for¬ 
eign policy. 

Oct. 14, 1933—Announced with- 
dravral of Germany from the Lea¬ 
gue of Nations and the world dis¬ 
armament conference: di.s.solvcd 
the Reichstag and ordered new 
elections. 


Nov. 12, 193.3—Received over¬ 
whelming endorsement of his for¬ 
eign policies by a 93 per cent 
fa.vorable vote. 

Aug. 2, 1934—Became ab.solute 
dictator. 

Aug. 19, 1934- Another vote ac¬ 
corded him greater administrative 
powers than any other modern 
ruler. 

Jan. 14, 193,5—Germany won 

Saar plebiscite by 90.8 per cent of 
the votes. Saar, one and one half 
months later, was formally return¬ 
ed to Germany by League of Na¬ 
tions. 

Feb. 3, 193.5—France and Eng¬ 
land yielded to his insistence that 
military articles of Versailles 
treaty be scrapped. 

Mar. 12, 1935—Germany an¬ 

nounced the Reich’s military air 
force already %vas in existence. 

Mar. 16, 1935--Germany dis¬ 
closed approximate quadrupling of 
regular army, declaring .she was 
no longer obligated under the Ver- 
SEilles treaty. 

Mar. 18, 1935—Britain protested 
re-establishment o f Germany’s 
conscript army. 

Mar. 19, 1935—Germany plan¬ 
ned to re-fortify the demilitarized 
Rhineland. A week later London 
sources disclosed claims of Hitler 
to Sir John Simon, Briti.sh foreign 
secretary, including equality In air 
and 400,000-ton navy. 

April 27, 1935—His defense min¬ 
istry confirmed that submarine 
construction was contemplted. 

Mar. 7, 1936 - -Re-established

Even in .sections of the 
state where growers were prepar¬ 
ed to smudge, considerable diffi¬ 
culty was experienced in main¬ 
taining temperatures above the 
danger point. 

.Supplies Lower 

"From recent estimates it ap¬ 
pears that the total orange supply 
from Florida and California dur¬ 
ing the regular marketing period 
for navels and miscellaneous va¬ 
rieties will be somewhat below the 
shipments for the same period last 
year. Without a doubt the central 
California district suffered ser¬ 
ious loss by frost in their Valencia 
crop, which will in all probability 
mean an early clean up of the win¬ 
ter and spring varieties, thereby 
giving us a long shipping season 
on our Valencias. 

“Our e.xperience of other frost 
years clearly shows that it does 
rot pay to .ship unmerchanatable 
friiil. Too much emphasis rannot 
be made of this fact and it is a 
prrblem that will confront all 
growers throughout the coming 
.season. It is certainly to be hoped 
that every care will be exercised 
by all .shippers iq ail ili.stricts 
throughout the state in order thtlt 
only fruit that will give eon- 
.snmer .satisfaction will be shipped. 
There can be no doubt that the 
grower’s best interest, both from 
the short and long time viewpoint, 
will be served conforming to this 
principle. As is always the ease 
in frost years, some growers are 
more fortunate than others. Some 
will suffer a very heavy lo.ss on 
account of not haying grove heat¬ 
ing facilities and also being locat¬ 
ed in sections particularly exposed 
to the cold, while others with just 
the opposite conditions may profit 
in proportion because of the gen¬ 
erally .shorter supply of citrus 
fiuit. 

"The total suppty or lemons for 
the 1937 season has also been ma- 
I terially reduced by frost and while 
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it i.s too early to make any predic¬ 
tions as to the amount of loss, it 
seems certain that the total ship¬ 
ments this summer will be uelow 
the average for the last five years. 
No doubt our district has suffered 
a greater percentage loss of lem¬ 
ons than for the balance of the 
state on account of the heavy lem¬ 
on producing areas being well pro¬ 
tected with frost equipment, and 
our district having only limited 
coverage. 

"The total storage for the Cali¬ 
fornia Fruit Growers exchange as 
of Jan. 15 .shows a decrease of 180 
cars as compared with the storage 
of Jan. 1, but .shows an inrrea.se 
of 274 cars as compared with the 
storage on Jan. 15 of last year. 
The present storage is 668 or ap¬ 
proximately 42 per cent below an 
average Jan. 15 storage for the 
past five years. The lemons in 
storage in the Orange County 
Fruit exchange district on the 
same date amounted to 24 cars, 
which compares with 27 cars on 
Jan. 15 last year.”

WASHINGTON. (A>)—The navy 
is clinging in ita design for two 
new battleships to a tradition of 
combat similar to the toe-to-toe 
slugging of some prize fighters. 

Officials gave this tradition as 
the reason the ships will be slower 
than .similar vessels being built by 
foreign nations. Speed will be sac¬ 
rificed for more guns and arma¬ 
ment. 

Some navies strike quickly and 
withdraw from range frequently. 
American battleships have been 
built to wade in and trade shells 
with the enemy to the finish. 

The two new $50,000,000 battle¬ 
ships may experiment with a de¬ 
sign of four guns to each turret. 
Secretary Swanson disclosed. 

Swanson said the new vessels 
will have a speed of 26 or 27 knots, 
which compares with the 19 to 21 
knot speed of present American 
battleships and the 30-knot speed 
projected for some foreign ships. 

Construction of additional ships 
became possible when the Wash¬ 
ington and London treaty limita¬ 
tions expired on Jan. 1.

Feed Cost High 

Chairman A. L. Wolfert of the 
county poultry department, .said 
today that government records 
show than on Jan. 1, 1937 there 
were 3,869,000 pounds of turkey 
and poultry meats in storage in 
California as compared with 1,- 
628,000 a year ago. Turkey meats 
alone increased during the past 
year from 736.000 to 2.701,000 
pounds. In addition there are 
thousands of birds still on the 
farms throughout the state. 

Farm bunieau officers said to¬ 
day that with this tremendous 
.surplus, together with the high 
cost of feeds caused both by the 
strike and the droiith of last year, 
California's tremendous poultry 
industry affecting thousands of 
families is at a standstill, not 
knowing whether to put in the 
normal number of chicks and 
turkey poults or what step to 
take.

The answer to the problem it 
was .said, is to move into con¬ 
sumptive channels on a reasonable 
price basis and ask the coopera¬ 
tion of the consumers of California 
and the nation.

most gorgeous and joyous cere¬ 
monies of the mother church. 

Long ago when pontiffs ruled 
Rome by civil and military as well 
as spiritual right the processions 
were not confined to Vatican City, 
as they are nowadays. But a coro¬ 
nation still is one of the lengthiest 
of papal ceremonies, requiring the 
presence of the papal court for a 
full half day. 

The new pontiff must rise early 
to prepare himself. At 8:30 a. m. 
he leave.s the papal apartments 
with his immediate court and the 
Sacred College, too, and descends 
to the Chapel of the Sacrament in 
St. Peter's cathedral. 

Obedience Pledged 

There the pontiff is dressed in 
papal robes, mantle, and cloth of 
gold mitre by many attendants. 
Seated on the throne in the same 
chapel the pope receives the 
pledge of obedience from the chap¬ 
ter and clergy of St. Peter's led 
by the cardinal high priest, an of¬ 
fice now held by Cardinal Eugenio 
Pacelli. 

After the ceremony in which 
cardinals ki.ss his hand and slipper, 
bi.shops his foot and knee, and 
others his slipper, ritual requires 
the pope to walk in procession to 
the Chapel of Holy Relics, there 
to aiiore the .sacrament. 

During this interval the main 
cortege forms to move down the 
great nave of St. Peter's, headed 
by Swiss guards. In this proces¬ 
sion toward the altar a ceremonial 
officer carrie.s the triple-crowned 
tiara of gold leaves capped by a 
blue enamel ball and diamond 
cross.

Major Edward H. Bowie, 
principal meteorologist in charge 
of the U. S. weather bureau’s of¬ 
fice here, declared today. 

In fact, said the official who has 
been with the weather bureau 
since its start in 1891, most Amer¬ 
ican rainstorms west of the At¬ 
lantic seaboard begin in the Pa¬ 
cific ocean. The weather bureau 
office here charts the course of 
storms until they arrive in the 
jurisdiction of the Dallas, Chi¬ 
cago and New Orleans offices. , 

The Pacific Coast maritime 
strike, which has all but wiped out 
ocean commerce on the Pacific, 
has greatly handicapped the 
weather bureau in predicting the 
heavy storms. Major Bowie said. 

Ships at sea are officially called 
“weather stations,” and twice dai¬ 
ly they radio their position, wind 
direction and velocity, state of 
weather and barometric readings. 
Similar reports from land stations 
provide the forecasters with in¬ 
formation on wind currents, and 
enable them to determine where 
the circling gales finally form a 
mild typhoon and cause rain. 

“Lack of data has made us a 
week or 10 days late In predicting 
storms,” said Major Bowie. “We 
could have predicted the rains that 
caused the Ohio flood much sooner

Attendants on cither side wave 
huge ostrich feather fans about 
the height of the pontiff’s face. 

Vatican etiquette permits cheer¬ 
ing even within the church and 
volatile Romans arc not wont to 
miss the opportunity. When Pius 
XI moved in procession St. Peter's 
invariably was jammed to its ca¬ 
pacity of 50.000 with frantically 
cheering Italians, many of whom 
held their babies aloft to receive 
the pope’s glance and blessing. 

Dozens of rites, each perfor.med 
with measured tread, mark the 
coronation after the pope enters. 
Again he receives the obediences 
of the cardinal.s. this time in the 
Chapel of St. Gregory. 

Wisps of Tow Burned 

He recites the “nona” or ninth 
hour and is assi.sted into vestments 
for the pontifical mass which is 
celebrated at the Altar of the Con¬ 
fession. Three times during the 
procession to this altar the papal 
master of ceremonies kneels before 
him, compelling him to stop, and, 
burning wisp of tow as a reminder 
of the fleetingne.ss of glory, pro¬ 
claims: “Pater Sancte, sic transit 
gloria mundi (Holy Father, so 
passes the glory of the world).” 

Prayers of the coronation are 
recited over the new pope by the 
cardinal dean and two cardinal 
bishops. The bi-shop’s pallium, or 
the symbol of episcopal rank is 
handed him and the cardinal peni¬ 
tentiary sprays Incense over his 
form. 

The litanies of coronation are 
chanted in the tomb of St. Peter 
under the main altar. The gospel 
and epistles are chanted in Latin 
and in Greek. 

The actual coronation takes 
place on a platform near the Altar 
of the Confession. There, his 
portable throne surrounded by 
cardinals, patriarchs, archbishops, 
bishops and abbots, the pope hears 
the choir sing “The Golden Crown 
Upon His Head.” 

Golden Tiara on Head 

After further prayers and ritual 
the cardinal penitentiary lifts the 
golden tiara from its cushion and 
places it upon the pope’s head sol¬ 
emnly intoning in Latin: 

“Receive thou the tiara adorned 
with three crowns and know that 
thou art the father of princes and 
kings, the rector of the universe, 
the vicar of Our Saviour Jesus 
Christ, to whom is honor and glory 
from century to century.” 

The new pope then recites the 
formula of papal absolution, im¬ 
parts the apostolic benediction 
and, as the silver trumpets again 
sound the triumphal march, is 
born through the pressing, cheer¬ 
ing crowds, to his apartments.

Frost-Resistant 
Citrus Urged 


LOS ANGELES. liPi—If South¬ 
ern California citrus growers heed 
the advice of Dr. Rolf Purplau, 
formerly of the agricultural col¬ 
lege of Berlin university, they 
may profit by the result of the re¬ 
cent cold spell which cost them 
millions of dollars. 

“Because of California's nor¬ 
mally warm climate, citrus grow¬ 
ers have neglected the precaution 
of developing fi-ost-resistant 
tr-ees,” said Dr. Purplau. “Now Is 
the opportune time to develop 
hardy trees and avoid recurrence 
of such disasters.” 

The scientist's method involves 
the .selection of trees that have 
weathered recent cold waves and 
the propagation of cuttings from 
them to avoid loss of the qualities 
suffered in grafting or crossbreed¬ 
ing.

Spanish priests and not Rus¬ 
sian traders who introduced wheat 
growing in California says Dr. Ira 
B. Bartle, research scientist. 

He gets the true story, he says, 
cut of the old adobe bricks of the 
early missions. These show that 
as early as 1774, 29 years before 
the Russian traders came to the 
Pacific coast from Siberia, the 
padres were growing wheat in 
California. 

Mission San Luis Obispo, found¬ 
ed in 1772 by Franciscan Monks, 
provides the evidence. Bricks were 
taken from an inner wall, defi- 
iiltely established by mission rec¬ 
ords as having been laid in 1774. 

These adobes were found by Dr. 
Bartle to contain both grain and 
straw of the soft variety of Span¬ 
ish weat, and no traces of the 
bearded Russian wheat. 

The frsit Russians recorded in 
California appeared on the coast 
in 1803. Fort Ross, the first Rus¬ 
sian colony in the state, came in¬ 
to existence in 1812. San Luis 
Mission records reveal Russians 
bought wheat from the padres as 
early as 1806. 


BERLIN. (A*!—Nazi Germany 
today forbade any German hence¬ 
forth to accept the Nobel peace 
prize. 

Gen. Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
closing his reichstag speech, an¬ 
nounced the decree designed to 
prevent future Nazi “humiliation” 
through award of the internation¬ 
al prize to a person who had been 
confined in prison for allegedly 
treasonable utterances. 

(Carol von Ossietzky, German 
pacifist who spent three years in 
a concentration camp without 
trial, received the 1935 Nobel 
peace prize. The award was made 
in 1936. Suffering serious illness, 
he was released from the camp 
only a few weeks before the award 
was announced. Last week, au¬ 
thorities in Oslo released the $35,-

My idea of the absolutely nicest 
in-between sized house I’ve seen 
-so far — is the Clarence Ranneys, 
at 2456 Helioti'ope Drive—up on 
the curve of the street on the oth¬ 
er side of North Park boulevard.

Since abandoning hope that rec¬ 
lamation of sewage water offers 
a practical solution to the problem 
of assuring agriculturists here of 
an ample water supply in years 
to come, directors of the local 
water district have turned inter¬ 
ested eyes on the Colorado river, 
which will bring water to three 
Orange county cities. Bailey was 
authorized to make a complete in¬ 
vestigation of the situation and re- 
I)ort back to the board. 

That other areas also are inter¬ 
ested in joining the MWD was 
shown in a report from the MWD 
offices today, announcing that an¬ 
nexation of a large area in south¬ 
eastern Ventura county to the 
MWD has been advanced in an 
informal application. Col. S. H. 
Finley of Santa Ana,“secretary 
and director of the MWD board, is 
a member of the committee which 
met with Ventura county officials 
to discuss the proposed annexation. 

During the past year the board 
of the directors of the MWD has 
received requests for information 
relative to joining the district 
from areas totaling about 400,000 
acres, including lands from Ven¬ 
tura to San Diego and including 
Orange county.

If the normal discharges of 
either the frontal or maxillary 
sinuses are blocked and become a 
field for infection? the natural 
tendency is to attempt relief by 
blowing the nose, not once but 
often and usually with energy. 
When this is done, some. mucus 
may be forced into the Eustachian 
tube. TTiis is the channel which 
leads to the middle ear. After 
this, there can be an abscess of 
the ear with destruction of the 
drum or a still more agonizing 
extension into the mastoid with 
the necessity of a serious opera¬ 
tion. 

In any case, the sense of hearing 
is in grave danger, I venture the 
statement that the greater num¬ 
ber of the cases of acquired deaf¬ 
ness, or at least impaired hear¬ 
ing, begins just this way. 

The first step is caution. When 
a number of people in a crowd, 
cough, sniffle, or sneeze, get up 
and get out. Or at least, turn 
your head or cover your nose 
with your kerchief. Use a nasal 
douche or antiseptic drops, and a 
throat wash daily. But do it gent¬ 
ly, please. ’The membranes are 
most delicate and any energetic 
snuffing of solutions into the 
head may result in their going 
too far or the wrong way. carry¬ 
ing the discharges with them. 

About blowing your nose. You 
can’t blow that heavy fulness out 
of those cavities by blowing off 
The top of your head. Sometimes, 
you only succeed in closing the

—the seal herds merely following 
their food. 

It s a .scientific elaboration of 
the natives’ explanation "Seals 
travel like people -sometimes one 
goes alone and sometimes with 
another.” 

While Commander Zeusler’s 
studies indicate the advance guard 
of seal herds, which spend the win¬ 
ter off San Diego, usually reap¬ 
pear off Washington in February 
cr March, they have been known, 
many times, to be this far north- 
v/ard the first month in the year. 

The coast guard is interested 
because its duties include escort¬ 
ing the seals along the coast to 
guard against poachers. Most of 
the old bulls spend the winter in 
the north—only the cows and last 
thiee .sea.sons’ pups heading south 
for the cold months.

Baseless Attack of Federal Forum 

I N ITS wild efforts to hamstring the New Deal and fore¬ 
stall the election of a Democratic governor in California 
next time, the Los Angeles Times takes a healthy poke 
at the Orange county federal forum. 

The editorial in which the attack appears was written 
under the mistaken impression that federal forum lec¬ 
turers are hand-picked back in Washington. 

But as usual where the New Deal is concerned, the 
Times is all wrong. 

Instead of being named by Washington, federal forum 
speakers are chosen by several non-partisan committees 
of prominent Orange county citizens, working with Super¬ 
intendent of Schools Frank Henderson and Forum Director 
Homer Chaney. 

Both of these executives tell us that the national capi¬ 
tal has never even uttered a hint regarding preference in 
the political leanings of speakers. 

So Orange county federal forums — as everybody 
knows who attends them—are absolutely free from cal¬ 
culated party bias. 

The Times got hold of some faulty information re¬ 
garding the forum program, and grabbed at a straw in 
order to embarrass the Democrats. 

It owes Orange county and the good men and women 
directing forum affairs an apology. 

That weatherman must have been following the 
Norris amendment when he inaugurated the March 
floods in January. 

Those Phantom Estates 

W ITH more than 17,000 persons believing they are 
heirs, a great group of gullible and hopeful citizens 
are watching court action on the $20,000,000 Garrett es¬ 
tate in Philadelphia. 

This case follows several others in which swindlers 
have induced people to believe that they are the descend¬ 
ants of Sir Francis Drake, or some revolutionary hero who 
owned a farm now covered by the business district of a 
great city. 

The Garrett estate differs from the others in that 
such an estate does exist—left by the widow of the wealthy 
snuff manufacturer. 

But at least 16,900 of the claimants have less chance 
of getting a slice than they would have in claiming the 
estate of childless George Washington. 

The “estate racket” is a profitable one, and is being 
heavily worked. 

When someone announces to you that you are the 
great-great-grandson of John Hancock or P. T. Barnum— 
don’t put up any money until you have visited the office 
of the United States district attorney for a conference.
